Seymour, Wig., April 12—At noon 
yesterday Alfonso 
Elkey shot and 
killed his young wife and then made 
an unsuccessful attempt to kill him­ 
self. 
The tragedy occurred at the borne 
of Mrs. John Fraser, mother of the 
girl, in whose home the couple lived. 
They had been married less than a 
year and had quarrelled frequently. 
It is said that he threatened to kill 
b^r on several occasions and would 
have hone so had sue not escapee each 
time. 
Yesterday they quarrelled nearly 
all the forenoon and Elkey borrowed 
the revolver used in t e crime at a 
grocery, saying that he wished to kill 
a cat. 
He Bred two shots at his wife, 
both of which took effect, a nd then 
turned the weapon en himself, firing 
once. 
His wound is not serious, the 
bullet failing to penetrate the chest 
cavity. 
The wife died instantly. 
The mother is nearly distracted. 
Jealousy is said to be the ca ase of the 
crime.

Washington, April 12.—Informatics 
as to the part played by the Europeas 
powers in compelling Spain to grant $ 
cessation of hostilities in Cuba 
hat 
reached the government from source! 
not yet known, but which are evidently 
considered by the president tp be en­ 
tirely trustworthy. 
France and Austria, the most active 
of the six great nations interested is 
securing an adjustment of the Spanish- 
American difficulties, are understood tc 
have intimated to the United State! 
that peace between this country and 
Spain is desirable, a diplomatic expres­ 
sion mat may mean much. 
The assertion is made on excellent 
authority that the six powers have told 
Spain that they would use all theii 
moral influence to prevent the United 
States from interfering during the pen­ 
dency of the armistice.* 
The president believes that the grant­ 
ing of an armistice is preliminary tc 
the withdrawal of Spanish troops from 
Cuba and the abandonment 
of tbs 
island, and it is said that this virtual 
surrender to the United States and the 
insurgents was agreed to by Spain on 
the assurance from the powers that 
the stability of the throne would 
be 
guaranteed to them. 
The president is represented as be 
lieving that if congress will grant him 
che right to intervene and will go no 
further, he can secure the evacuation 
of the island by Spanish troops and 
maintain order between the Cuban fac­ 
tions until some stable form of govern­ 
ment is an accomplished affair. 
He believes that Spain has pleaded 
guilty to the charges of criminality 
ontained in the president’s message, by 
ordering her soldiers to stop fighting 
As to the Maine disaster, he holds, ii 
said, that the Spanish government 
has done all that could be expected in 
offering to make any atonement de­ 
creed by an impartial bench of fhdg 
ment. 
Those who are near the president say 
'hat the country probably does not ap 
:>reciate the completeness of Spain’ 
surrender. It can be positively statec

Short, everything that could desolate the i not ®

land and render it unfit for human hah- ;rnct be thought of. That, by our code of 
Ration or support was commanded by 
one or the other of the Contending par­ 
ties, and executed by all the powers at 
their disposal. 
The agricultural popula­ 
tion, to the estimated number of 300,000 
or more, was herded within the towns 
and their immediate vicinage, deprived 
of the means of support, rendered desti­ 
tute of shelter, left poorly clad, and ex­ 
posed to the most unsanitary conditions. 
“As the scarcity of food increased with 
th e devastation of the depopulated areas 
of production, destitution and want be­ 
came misery and starvation. 
Month by 
m onth the death rate increased in an 
alarm ing ratio. 
By March, 1897, accord­ 
ing to conservative estimates from offi­ 
cial Spanish sources, the mortality among 
the reconcentrados from starvation and 
the disease thereto incident, exceeded 50 
per centum of their total number. 
No 
practical relief was accorded to the des­ 
titute. 
The unfortunates, being for the 
m ost part women and children, with aged 
and helpless men, enfeebled by disease 
and hunger, could not till the soil, with­ 
out tools, seed or shelter, for their own 
support or for the supply of the cities. 
Reconcentration, adopted avowedly as a 
w ar measure in order to cut off the re­ 
sources of the insurgents, worked its 
predestined result. As I said in my mes­ 
sage of last December, it was not civil­ 
ized warfare; it was extermination. The 
only peace it could beget was that of the 
wilderness and the grave. 
“Meanwhile the military situation in 
the island had undergone a noticeable 
change. The extraordinary activity th at 
characterized the second year of the war, 
When the Insurgents invaded even 
the 
hitherto unharmed fields of Pinar del Rio 
and carried havoc and destitution up to 
the walls of the city of H avana itself, 1 
had relapsed into a dogged struggle in 
the central and eastern provinces. 
The I 
Spanish arm s regained a measure of con­ 
trol In Pinar del Rio and parts of H a­ 
vana, but, under the existing conditions 
of the rural country, without immediate , 
Improvement of their productive situa­ 
tion. 
Even thus partially restricted the 
revolutionists held their own, and their 
submission, put forward by Spain as the ' 
essential and sole basis of peace, seemed 
as far distant as at the outset. 
“In this state of affairs, my adminis­ 
tration found itself confronted with the 
grave problem of its duty. 
My message 
of last December reviewed the situation 
and detailed the steps taken with a view 
of relieving its acuteness and opening the 
way to some form of honorable settle­ 
ment. 
The assassination of the prime 
m inister, Canovas, led to a change of 
government in Spain. 
The former ad­ 
ministration, pledged to subjugation with­ 
out concession, gave place to th at of a 
more liberal party, committed long in 
advance to a policy of reform involving 
the wider principles of home rule for 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The overtures of 
this government, made through its new 
envoy, Gen. Woodford, and looking to an 
immediate and effective amelioration of 
the condition of the island, although not 
accepted to the extent of admitted medi­ 
ation in any shape, were met by assur­ 
ances that home rule, in an advanced 
phase, 
would 
be forthwith offered to 
Cuba without 
waiting for the war to 
end, and that more 
humane 
methods 
should thenceforth prevail in the conduct 
Of hostilities. 
“While these negotiations were in prog­ 
ress, the increasing destitution of the 
unfortunate 
reconcentrados 
and 
the 
alarm ing m ortality among them claimed 
earnest attention. The success which had 
attended the limited measure of relief ex­ 
tended to the suffering American citizens 
among them by the judicious expenditure 
through the consular agencies of the 
money appropriated expressly by the joint 
resolution, approved May 24, 1897, prompt­ 
ed the humane extension of a 
similar 
scheme 
of 
aid 
to 
the 
great 
body 
of 
sufferers. 
A 
suggestion 
to 
this 
end was acquiesced in by the Spanish j 
authorities. 
On the 24th of December 
last I caused to be issued an appeal to the 
American people, inviting contributions 
in money or in kind for tho succor of the 
starving sufferers in Cuba, following this 
on the 8th of January by a similar public 
announcement of the formation of a cen­ 
tral Cuban relief committee, with head­ 
quarters In New York city, composed of 
three members representing the American 
National Red Cross and the religious and 
business elements of the community. Tbs 
efforts of th at committee have been un­ 
tiring and accomplished much.

1200,000 In money and supplies has already 
reached the sufferers, and more is forth­ 
coming. Thousands of lives have already 
been saved.

“Thereupon I reviewed these alterna-; 
tires, in the light of President G rant’s 
measured words, uttered in 1875, 
when 
after seven years of sanguinary, destruc­ 
tive and cruel barbarities in 
Cuba 
ho 
reached the conclusion that the recogni­ 
tion of the independence of Cuba was im­ 
practicable and indefensible, and that the 
recognition of belligerence was not w ar­ 
ranted by the facts according to the tests 
of public law. I commented especially up­ 
on the latter aspect of the question, point­ 
ing out the inconveniences, and positive 
dangers of a recognition of belligerency 
which, while adding to the already oner­ 
ous burdens of neutrality within our own 
jurisdiction, could not in any way extend 
our influence or effective offices in the ter­ 
ritory of hostilities. Nothing has since 
occurred to change my view in this re­ 
gard—and I recognize as fully-now as then 
that the issuance of a proclamation of 
neutrality, by which process the so-called 
recognition of belligerence is 
published, 
could, of itself and unattended by other I 
action, accomplish nothing toward the one 
end for which we labor, the instant paci­ 
fication of Cuba and the cessation of the 
misery that afflicts the island. 
“Turning to the question of recognition 
at this time of the independence of the 
present insurgent government in Cuba, we 
find safe precedents in our history from 
an early day. They are well summed up 
in President Jackson’s message to con­ 
gress, Dec. 21, 1836, on the subject of the j 
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recognition of the independence of T e m 
He said: ‘The uniform policy and practice 
of the United States is to avoid all inter­ 
ference in disputes which merely relate to 
the internal government of other nations, 
and eventually to recognize the authority 
of the prevailing party without reference 
to our particular Interests and views, or 
to the merits of the original controversy. 
“ ‘But on this, as on every other trying 
occasion, safety is to be found in a rigid 
adherence to principle. 
By pursuing it, 
we are but carrying out the long-estab­ 
lished policy of our government, a policy 
which has secured to us respect and influ­ 
ence abroad and inspired confidence at 
home.’ ”

daughter of 14, crazy with pain, who, 
after twelve or fourteen days, died in 
spite of the care she received.” 
F urther along the

th a t if any young girl came in who was 
nice looking she was invariably con­ 
dem ned to the m ost abominable traffics. 
T he com munication says th at 1,700 per­ 
sons had entered the Fosos since Au­ 
gust, and of those but 233 were then 
living.
